That conguest Is to be found only
In néwspaperdom, He longs to penetrate the
Bearet of abuse, and probably we shall have
Aaming editorinls of Invective to which those of
red-hol Brick Pomeroy will be but as frost and
ice, This i1s no mere canard that I am ropent-
ing. Whether the newspaper ever appear or
not, it {8 true that the project is now growlng In
the Fiskian brain. When and where it will
appear, and by whom it will be edited, ore

questions yet to be answearad. Its  title
even has mnot yet heen declded upon.
The Daily Fizzle would probably do as

well as any other, and indicate with suflicient
accuracy the quality of its success, It s under-
stood, however, that a private telegraph Is to
extend from the editorial-room to the private
box nt the opera-house usually occuplied by the
big man.

The English opera troupe continues to attract
excellent audiences.

The “Marquis de Torrenueva,” it
will be remembered, having oceasion to refer to
his difficulty in recognizing *‘Maritann, " explains
that his hesitation arose from her having *‘grown
80" during the interval since he last saw her,

As to the Fronch opera, the first presentation
on Wednesday night of La Juive was not a suc-
cess. Without being a dead failure, it was a
disappointment. People expected more. 1
underatand that the best soprano of the troupe,
Mad'lle Euphemie Blean, will make her first
appearance to morrow evening in Les Mowsque-
taires de la Reine. Of Madume Faye Fauschottl,
who has bhitherto underiaken the role of
“Rachel” in La Jwive, the best thal can be
gald 1s that she 1s a second-class singer, whose
volce has seen its best days. Before the con-
clusion of the second act it became painfully
evident that it was much worn. As no puffery
had preceded the arrival of the troupe, however,
the erities bave been reticent, with the exeep-
tion, perhaps, of the censor of the World, who
precipitates his complaints into very artistic
crystals of criticism.

Yesterday morning the first rehearsal of
Twelfth Night took place at Mr. Daly’'s theatre,
the Fifth Avenue., Mrs. Scout-Biddons was the
star. Bhe arrived at this port a few days gince,
and will doubtless realize ag much money from
the American public as she did last year, when she
refused to play Miranda for Mr. Tayleure under
a salary of #1000 per week, and travelling ex-
penses paid for herself and sulte.

Toe AMertoAN UoNservaTORY OoF Musio,—
On last Wednesiday alternoon, before one of the
largest and moet select of Philadelphia audi-
ences, the thirty-first matinee of the American
Conservatory of Musie took place. The pro-
grammg for this oceasion was vory fine and
complgte. The overture to Mozart's 11 Seraglio™
was played by the professors and puplls of the
orchestral department, and gave general satis-
faction. The concerto in C minor, Op. 37,
Beethoven, for piano, with orehestral accom-
yuniment, was exccuated by Professor John F,
fimmelsbach In correct and effective style.
The “Traumbilder (Dream Pictures) Fantlasie,"
by Lunibye, was performed by the members of
the archestral department with good (aste, and
produced s marked effect npon the aundience.
I'he first conecerto, A minor, Op. 14, Golterman,
for violoncello, with orchestral accompaniment,
wns \nluyed with the fine style and expression
peculiar to Professor Hennlg. The most re-
markable ﬁerfurmnm-e of the afternoon, how-
ever, was the violin solo, consisting of two parta
(**Varlations de Bravoures,” for the G string
only, by Paganini, and “La Cascade,” by De
Kontskl), performed by Professor Wenzel J.
Kopta, the brilliancy of whose execution took
the andience completely by storm. The singing
by both professors and pupils was remarkable
for correctness and elegance. The whole per-
formance was meritorious, and gave evidenca of
the great care bestowed In the geseral manage-
ment of the Congervatory.
